There are as many styles of oratory 
in the United States senate as there 
are senators who declaim in that body, 
and all styles have been displayed in 
this tariff debate. 
Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island 
himself has made one “set” speech 
since the tariff discussion beg an, but 
it did not savor of the oratorical. He 
is too full of facts and fig ures, too in­ 
tent on the “short cut,” to g ive vent to 
a rounded sentence which has been 
burnished so as to be worthy of preser­ 
vation as an oratorical g em. 
Aside 
from his lang uag e, Senator Aldrich has 
a peculiar style, equally his own, of 
g etting rid of what he has to say. He 
has so g rown into the habit of knitting 
his brows that one of his friends who 
sat in the senate g allery the other day 
remarked, “Aldrich is rapidly losing 
his g ood looks.” This faculty of frown­ 
ing , combined with what Representative 
Bennet of New York has caused to be 
known in Washing ton as “Albany tac­ 
tics” of debate, is among the main 
characteristics of Senator Aldrich’s 
style. 
“Albany 
tactics,” translated, 
means, “Never say anything you can’t 
take back or deny.” Senator Aldrich 
is hard to tie down. 
When somebody else is speaking and 
says something with which the sen­ 
ator is in hearty accord he will nod 
his head vig orously. On the other 
hand, if he does not ag ree with the re­ 
marks of the speaker he will wag his 
head sideways, which is the sig nal for 
all the Aldrich camp to g o into action. 
One of the really funny thing s of the 
tariff session is the effort of Senator 
S|noot of Utah to copy all of Senator 
Aldrich’s mannerisms.

Mr. Weatherly Intends to feed, wa­ 
ter and care for Esteban himself.

After somebody 
else has let g o of a hig h flown para­ 
g raph he will rise in his seat, reduce 
the proposition to plain Eng lish and 
remark, “That is my understanding 
of it.” 
The senator who has prog ressed far­ 
thest along the lines of real oratorical 
and debating ability is Senator Dolliver 
of Iowa. He has shown himself well 
able to take care of himself in a roug h 
and tumble debate. He is a master of 
invective, with an explosive delivery 
that sounds like an exhaust pipe em­ 
phasizing every revolution of a driving 
wheel. Not only has he a deal of in­ 
formation on tap at all times, but he 
has an unfailing wit and knowledg e 
of the men with whom he is dealing . 
He knows their weak points and when 
cornered can usually wig g le out by a 
deftly turned bit of sarcasm, accom­ 
panied with a smile and a nodding of 
the head that reminds one of a big 
Newfoundland dog that has just scared 
a poodle into nervous prostration by 
barking at him. 
Senator Gore, the blind senator from 
Oklahoma, has a style of oratory all 
his own. He usually starts with his 
rig ht hand on his left hip, under his 
coattail, and he will alternate from 
rig ht to left of him about twice a min­ 
ute, thus bring ing his full face into 
the rang e of everybody in the senate 
chamber frequently.

Ind., Ju ne 22.—Thom as 
Topash, a fu ll-blooded Indian from 
Dowagiac, Mich., has m ade prepara­ 
tions for starting su it to regain pos­ 
sessions of th ree sections of valu able 
farm land, which form erly belonged 
to the Indians in K osciu sko cou nty. 
The land is the best in the cou nty 
and wou ld today sell for abou t $200,- 
000. 
He represents the interests of 
M ary Ann Benack, wife of Chief Ben­ 
ack, who played an im portant part 
in the early history of the cou nty. 
W hen 
the w hite m en first 
came 
here in the early thirties, the P otta­ 
w atom ie and Miami Indians w ere in 
fu ll possession. * They owned all the 
land. In a treaty in which w ere rep­ 
resented com m issioners on the p art of 
the U nited S tates and chiefs of the 
Pottaw atom ie tribes of Indiana and 
M ichigan, the 
Indians 
gave u p all 
their holdings with the exception of 
sm all trac ts reserved as hom es for 
the variou s tribes. This treaty was 
ratified by the president and senate 
on Jan. 21, 18 33. Among the lands re­ 
tained by the Indians w ere eight sec­ 
tions by Chief Benack and three sec­ 
tions on Big 
P rairie by M ary Ann 
Benack. 
The last nam ed tract is the 
one over which the contest is to be 
made. The 
Indians say any 
deeds 
m ade by them w ere invalid, in that 
they had no right to sell or In any 
way dispose of 
th eir lands except 
throu gh 
perm ission from the presi­ 
dent and the senate. They also say 
m any of the deeds, which now appear 
on the records, w ere fictitiou s.
